- The event of thoŝe wars, affords the best 
pledge of our high destinies, and evinces to 
the world, that the United States, by the pros 
per exercise of her energies, can contend a- 

- lone, and with success, against the poweř 
that gives the impulse to all Europe. ‘That 
she cari divest herselt of those subsidies, that 
the Algerine pirates have extorted from the 
peaceful disposition of our government, and 
spéak peace to the savages vf our country, 
in spite of foreign excitement. 

‘This display of our energies, astonished 
many of our own irresolute citizens, and now 
gives us the guarantee of a continued pros- 
perity, that flatters our pride, whilst it adv ane 
ces our interest. 

The Territorial Legislature will, no doubt, 
avail itself of the pecuniary prosperity of our 
country, to promote useful institutions. Tt 
wil! appear by the treasurers report, that for 
the year ending the 30th September, 1815, 
the receipts, together with the cash on hand, 
amounted to about thirty -five thousand dol- 
lars; a sum entirely adequate to meet the 
‘current expences of the Territorial Govern- 
‘ment, and which could be increased without 
being butthensome, to meet any additional 
expenditure that may be required: 

Gentlemen, 

I feel it my duty to press upon your con- 

‘sideration the crying ‘necessity: of-having our 
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faws again digested. It is a fact, that there is 
nor: copy of the digested laws now at the 
disp.:sa! of the executive. It is also a fact, 
that sitcers are daily appointed, not only in 
the new counties, but in the old divisions of 
the tecritary.. Good and conscientious men 
canno: De induced to acrept and execute the 
duties of those offices, without the guidance 
of the jaws, which they are sworn to observes 
When such do accept, it is under the expec» 
tation of procuring those laws, and suspend 
the discharge of their duiies until that event. 
Hence it results, either that we have no offie 
gers, or that men of loose morals, too often 
from necessi» get into office, who are willing 
to guess at the laws, or to govern their dee 
cisions by the impressions they may have 
$mbided in th states from which they respec» 
tively emigrated. l 

You will find, gentlemen, some omissions 
in the existing iaws, that require correction. 
The law compelling clerks to enter into 
bonds, requires that those bonds should be 
taken before the court, It is necessary that 
provision be made or taking those bonds in 
tue vacation of the court, to prevent a sus- 
pension of office business. 

The Collector of ‘he port of Mobile, ine 
forms the Executive that some Negroes have 
been seized, that were brought into. that port 
goutrary to the laws of tue United States.—. 
You wil observe, genti-nen, that those laws 
subject such Negroes to the disposal of the 
State or Territorial Legis‘ature within whose 
bounis th: y were seized.

ritory, . 
| Tn the country lately acquired by treaty 
from the Creek Indians, settlements of con- 
siderable importance being formed, not eme 
braced within the limits of any county, the 
Governor in the recess of the Legislature, 
established by proclamation a new county, 
including those settlements, to. be known by 
the name of “ Monroe,” which the legisla» 
ture will recognize; and organize that coune 
ty by a proper application of the laws, and fur- 
ther subdivisions if in their discretion neces- 


sary. : 

The commission of the four additional 
council, gentlemen, bas been lost or mislaid, 
so that it cannot be exhibited. The only 


evidence of the existence of such commis- — 
sion, is a circular letter addressed, by his ex- 


ccellency Governor Holmes, to three gentle- 
men, informing them of such an appointment. 
Ihave, however, on that evidence determin- 
ed to qualify those gentlemen. And I can 
only presumptively suggest to you that a va- 
cancy of the fourth exists, and submit whe- 
ther a nomination should not be made. 

I would suggest, to the better information: 
of the legislature, whether the entirety of in- 


terest and sympathy of feeling, that in every | 
community, should not induce your honora- | 


ble body to. memorialize the National Go- 
‘vernment to reimburse those numerous citi- 
.zens on the eastern frontier who have suse 
tained loss by incursions of the Indians and 


also to quiet the large gims, from, British — 
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grants of land that threaten the western settle. 
ments of our Territory with distress. 

By the accompany documents, you will 
discoyer, gentlemen, that in pursuance of a 
resolution of the Legislature at the last. ses- 
sion, a house has been rented for your honorae 
ble body, and that camp equipage and mili- 
tary accoutrements of considerable value are 
in the possession of the Adjutant General ; 
the property of the Territory. I would sug- 
gest the propriety of disposing of it, or-pro- 
viding for its safe keeping. 

These suggestions are respectfully sub- 
mitted, with my best assurances of co-operae 
tion in all cases calculated to promote the ine 
terest of our Territory. .

be arbitrary ; uniform and permanent regue 
dations ought to be fixed by law to govern 
our fiscal concerns, otherways they will be 
ever varying, according to the theoretic or 
practical ideas of each individual into whose 
hands they may happén, often uncertain and 
generally confused. Ina well regulated trea- 
Sury, the amount derived from each source 
of revenue and every cause of expenditure 
should fairly and distinctly appear. 

Your committee has to regret, that theie 
time could not allow them to examine in des 
tail the sum that each county has drawn from 
the treasury ; could this have been done, it 
would have presented to the house a more 
concise as wellasa more comprehensive 
view af the relative res-urces of each sceuion 
of the territory. To attain this object in the 
easiest manner, an account ought to be open- 
ed at the treasury with each county debited 
with every, item of civil expenditure that may
